Our schools are for the education of our children, but if allowed 
to absent themselves, no benefit can be derived,—hence it becomes 
the duty of every parent and guardian, to see that their children 
are present every session. 


It is also deemed a duty, all parents owe their children, never 
to let neighborhood jealousies and personal prejudices, such as 
are liable to exist in any community, to exercise their disturbing 
infiuence in school. 


When all will co-operate to make our schools successful—our 
children will have more to show in education, for the money expen- 
ded in our public schools. 


While itis the aim of the Schcol Board to secure the best 
teacher our means will command, still mistakes are sometimes 
made, —-however if all interested would unite with the teacher and 
Board for good results, —profit would usually be forthcoming. 


Since criticisms like these usually apply to the few, and not to 
the many we would, in justice to the majority, say that we fully 
appreciate the support accorded cvr schools the past year.
